We were more than twenty years engaged in bring- 


ing about a very serious condition in the body politic, 
and recovery from those abuses must necessarily be 
slow, just as in the case of abuses of the human body, 
which cannot be healed in a day. The world stood at the 
bar and drank deeply of a false success and specious 
prosperity, and the long period of headache and regret 
has been inevitable. But the business of this country 
is resilient, and is coming back. And we hope it is 
coming back on a better basis of sanity. 


Reports from the east and middle west are for the 


first time in five years of a nature that do not savor 
of false hopes. Business is no longer "whistling to 
keep up its courage." The great capital industries are 
getting orders, and this means revival in commodity 
stock movement. 


During the past month the steel industry has been 


working three shifts. The plants were shut down fo 
r 


only one day for the Christmas holiday. Automobile 
and truck makers have speeded up their plants. The 
shoe business, always a good barometer in commodity 
movement, is supplying the trade with stocks that do 
not come in the category of shelf replacements. 


In Los Angeles county, especially in Los Angeles 


city in the southwest, building construction is reviv- 
ing rapidly. Building in Hollywood has taken a de- 
cided spurt in the past two months. In this county 
there is still an alarming problem of unemployment, 
but when analyzed it is found to be due more to the 
thousands of unemployable than from a lack of work 
in the organized trades.

were thrown out of office work with the coming of 
restricted credit.

Under an agreement with the 


heads of the West Coast Construc- 
tion company, the contractors build- 
ing dam No. 1, work was suspended 
on the structure in November 14 for 
a period of 120 days. 


During the suspension of the work 


Samuel M- Fisher, chief engineer of 
the county flood control district, 
and his staff of engineers are draft- 
ing a new set of specifications for the 
dam. 
Under the new plans the base 


of the dam will be broadened and 
the structure designed so as to per- 
mit the use of small-sized rock' 
which, under the old specifications, 
is considered waste. 


If the rock now considered waste 


can be used in the fill the dam can 
be enlarged and made safer at not 
a great amount of addition expense 
to the district. 


As soon as the new design is com- 


pleted the plans will be submitted 
to the state engineer for his ap- 
proval. Work was suspended on the 
dam when it was seen that it would 
be impossible to obtain the required 
amount of rock fill from quarry No 
10 as required by the specifications

General Electric company in the 
sales promotion department, in addi- 
tion to being a representative of the 
Seeing Eye Institute, Inc., of Morris- 
town, New Jersey, is on a tour of 
southern California, visiting General 
Electric home laundry equipment 
dealers. 


Wickee, a nationally famous "See- 


ing Eye" dog, is assisting her master 
on the tour in her usual efficient 
manner. She is six and a half years 
old and has been leading her master 
since April 1,1930, and is one of the 
130 German Shepherd dogs in the 
United States which have been care- 
fully trained at the "Seeing Eye" 
school, a project of rehabilitation of 
the blind thru the use of dog guides. 
She entered this school when a year 
old and was given to White about 
six months later. 


According to Mr. White, between 


40,000 and 45,000 war-trained dogs 
were put into peacetime service in 
Germany following the war, and 
Mrs. Harrison Eustis, an American 
woman living in Lucerne, Switzer- 
land, went to Germany to study the 
methods of training these dogs to 
aid the blind. 


An owner of large stables and ken- 


nels, Mrs. Eustis turned her atten- 
tion to this work, and with the cid 
of her trainer, succeeded in accom- 
plishing a great deal in breeding and 
training dogs for this work. 


Word of her work reached a blind 


man in the United States who had 
visions of what these dogs would 
mean to many persons in the coun- 
try and he communicated with Mrs. 
Eustis to see if they could be trained 
to answer English commands and to 
meet the needs of American cities. 
An animal was trained in a minia- 
ture city, erected on the Lucerne 
estate, presenting all the traffic per- 
ils of our modern day, and was 
turned over to the man who had 
iftade>the inquiry. 


Thru this move, headquarters for 


/*ie "Seeing Eye" movement were 
established hi this country. 


"Wickee," according to Mr. White, 


has the intelligence of a person of 
forty-five and the curiosity of a 
child of six. In fact, it has been 
with the help of Wickee that Mr 
White has added his latest achieve- 
ment to an already imposing list for 
the average person. He demon- 
strates that even a blind man can 
operate a General Electric flatplate 
ironer, and Wickee helps hi his var- 
ious window demonstrations 
by 


bringing his master various articles 
upon direction.

There never has been any lack of the best 


technical engineers in connection with the 
projects of the Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol district. 


Progress has been made very difficult by 


political engineers, men who paid more at- 
tention to political manipulation than to sur- 
veys, maps, graphs and designs. 


Added to this handicap has been that of an 


occasional faithless public official, and still 
another deterrent to success has been the fre- 
quent changing of officials in authority, so 
that the taxpayers ^have been obliged to edu- 
cate first one, then another, at public ex- 
pense. 


Wherever there are millions to be expended 


there we will find political pressure, graft and 
greed. But, when analyzed, it proves to be 
but a small equation. Cynical as it may 
sound, it is nevertheless true that we must 
discount in advance a certain percentage of 
public expenditure as wastage xuider the 
headings of graft, incompetence and political 
jealousy. 


Some new ideas are crystalizing at the 


present writing, however, that may make the 
political channels for flood control somewhat 
straighter and smoother. The new chairman 
of flood control, Supervisor Leg, who is also 
strategically placed as chairman of the board 
of supervisors, is moving with gratifying 
speed to remove obstacles from the path of 
flood control progress. 


We have spent large sums for consulting 


engineers, all of whom have first been ap- 
proved by the American Society of Engineers. 
We have had capable directive heads in the 
flood control department. If anyone doubts 
this, it can only be pointed out that the dis- 
trict has had the pick of the best of them 
from all over the country. The fault has 
never been with engineering ability, but has 
always been political, aggravated by undue 
pressure and dictation from powerful finan- 
cial groups. 


May we again express a hope, as expressed 


many times in the past, that the county board 
will take a mandate from the people and 
drive ahead for adequate flood control, ignor- 
ing in every possible way the stultifying poli- 
tical interferences? 


It lias been actually easier to raise the Los An- 


community chest quota this year. In years of 


prosperity the chest was not well organized and the 
need was not as definitely realized. Adversity has 
drawn everyone just a bit closer to the realities. 


A thirty per cent Christmas trade increase in the 


stores in Los Angeles over last year is announced. 
Tins is more definite news of returning prosperity 
than is found among the guessers on the financial 
page.

"I have had a glorious trip, but no 


spot in these United States equals 
Covina for all that makes life worth 
living," remarked Robert S. Walker 
as he arrived home on Friday, fol- 
lowing a five-weeks' trip to his for- 
mer home, Woodbuerry Forest, Vir- 
ginia. 


Mr. Walker left Covina five weeks 


ago to attend the annual reunion of 
the Walker family in Virginia. There 
are six brothers in the Walker clan 
and as many of these as possible 
gather each year at the old family 
home, Woodbuerry Forest, an estate 
purchased by the father from a 
brother of ex-President Madison. 
This year five of the six brothers 
were present. 


Fifty years ago the father, now 


deceased, having six sons, started a 
boys' academy at Woodbuerry For- 
est, now know as the Woodbuerry 
Forest high school, which is still 
conducted by four of the Walker 
brothers. This school is known thru- 
out Virginia for its high scholastic 
standing. 


"The frost damage to the citrus

At Orlando 
temperatures ranged for five hours 
below 24 degrees, and this was ac- 
centuated by the fact that 39 de- 
grees was the maximum tempera- 
ture during the day preceding the 
night of heavy frost.

possibly 
prevent 
disastrous 


wood damage in the groves, is the 
belief of the Florida growers, as 
there was very little sap in the trees. 


Shipments will be greatly reduced, 


as the frozen fruit started dropping 
almost immediately. There is no cit- 
rus section in Florida that is not 
badly damaged, in the opinion of 
Mr. Walker. 
However, said Mr. 


Walker, the loss to the growers is 
of little moment as they are all the 
serfs of independent shippers, who 
are the only ones making money out 
of the citrus industry in Florida. 


There is a very noticeable im- 


provement in business conditions 
thruout the south, states Mr. Walk- 
er, especially in the Carolinas, where 
tobacco and cotton are the chief 
products. The stand of winter wheat 
in Kansas in excellent. Thruout all 
the east and south a spirit of optim- 
ism is apparent, and a belief that 
"old man depression" is on the down 
grade prevails.
